Marketingis made up of activities in 
Publie Relations, Publicity, Advertis- 
ing and Selling. Most clubs do an 
excellent job of the first three, but seem 
to fall short on the last one - SELLING. 
This article is going to concentrate on 
the secrets of successful selling. Much 
of what I will be writing about comes 
from my notes that I used in my 
presentation to the Eastern District 
Square & Round Dance Association, 
Inc.'s Management Information Fo- 
rum on October 23, 1999 in Manches- 
ter, New Hampshire. 

Selling is the fourth and final 
activity in the total marketing process 
AND IT IS THE TOUGHEST AREA. 
You have done your work in public 
relations, publicity and advertising. 
NOW THE PHONE RINGS!!!! What do 
you say? What questions will you be 
asked? What questions will you ask? 

How do you "SELL" your prospect 
on the benefits of square dancing? 
NOTE: I said "BENEFITS OF SQUARE 
DANCING" - not square dancing! For 
example, The Ford Motor Company 
doesn't sel new cars in their 
commercials - they sell the benefits of 
owning a new car! They have many 
commercials with different messages 
targeted at different audiences, АП of 
their commercials are designed to get 
the targeted audience to visit their 
"Local Ford Store" and leave the 
selling to the dealership. 

All sales people try to zero in on 
their prospect's hot buttons. It is the 
sales person's job to find out what is 
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important to the prospect and then 
zero in on these thoughts, always 
looking for the “hot button” to close 
the sale. Here are four salesmanship 
tips that I have learned from a long 
time career of selling new homes and 
real estate. 

1, You talk about what the prospect 
feels is important - not what you think 
is important! 

2. Talkless than your prospect does. 
This is the only effective way to find out 
what is important to him or her. 

3. Most sales people talk too much, 
and, more importantly, they don't 
know when to "stop selling" and go into 
the information stage. 

4. One of the best kept secrets of 
successful salespeople is “TO LISTEN 
VERY CAREFULLY.” 

Let's go through a typical tele- 
phone conversation with a new 
dancer prospect. 

RING!!! 

Seller: Hello, The Coulthursts, Bernie 
speaking. May I help you? 

Prospect: Hello, I am John Jones and 
I am calling about your square 
dance ad in the Daily Tribune. Can 
you give me more information about 
square dancing? 

Seller: Sure, John, my wife and I 
square danceevery other Saturday at 
the Best Square Dance Club in 
Danvers. We have a great time 
dancing and visiting with our friends. 
Do you live near Danvers? 

Prospect: My wife and I live in 
Manchester.

Why not give it a 
whirl for one dance? I am sure you 
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She is a natural dancer and | have 
problems dancing to the beat of the 
music - but the important thing is I 
have fun dancing. This is what is 
especially nice about square dancing 
- you really don't have to be a good 
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dancer to enjoy square dancing. Can I 
have your phone number now? 
Prospeet: What about the old fash- 
ioned clothes that the ladies wear? 
My wife is one of those modern 
women who do not like dresses. 
Seller: Most clubs do not eare what 
you or the ladies wear. Street clothes 
are very acceptable and comfort- 
able. However, most of the ladies 
seem to like the fluffy and beautiful 
square dance dresses. What you 
wear is a personal thing and you can 
assure your wife that she can wear 
whatever she feels comfortable in. 
The important thing is dancing and 
meeting new friends. John, do you 
have any children? 
Prospect: Yes, we have two teenagers - 
one boy, Nathan, and one girl, Rachel. 
Seller: Great! Bring them along to the 
first new dancer dance in Manchester 
- they will have a ball square dancing 
within minutes of being on the dance 
floor. Carolyn just gave me our area's 
square dance directory and the 
Manchester Queen City Promenaders 
Square Dance Club is having their 
first new dancer danee on November 
11, at the Gossler School on Sullivan 
Street. Do you have that night open? 
Do you know where the school is? 
Prospect: | think we are ready to try 
square dancing. Yes, we know where 
the school is. We live just 8 blocks 
from there. 


Seller: Could I have your wife's name? 
Prospect; Her name is Jane. 

Seller: And now your phone number? 

Prospect: our number is 603-555-1212. 

What you have just read is quite 
typical. You will note I never said the 
word "LESSON." That is a "no-no" 
word. They are new dancer dances - 
because that is what they do the very 
first night - they dance and learn while 
they dance. Also, did you notice that I 
didn't mention anything about how long 
the new dancer program would last. If 
the question eame up, І would have 
answered it this way: "Every group of 
new dancers learn the calls invoived in 
square dancing at a different rate. The 
important thing is to have fun as you 
learn to dance. Give it a try and you may 
be pleasantly surprised as to how much 
fun you can have at a square dance.”

Musie: Any medium speed music 
Routine: 
1-4 FORWARD, BACK, FORWARD. BACK; 
With weight on L foot touch the R toe forward, back forward, and back; 
5-8 STAMP, STAR FRONT, SIDE, BACK; 
Stamp the R foot next to the L and star with the L by touching the L toe to 
the front, to the side, and to the back; 
9-12 STAMP, STAR FRONT, SIDE, BACK; 
Repeat action of measures 1-4 stamping the L foot and star with the R foot. 
13-16 SIDE, TOUCH, SIDE, TOUCH; 
Step to the R on the R, touch the L toe behind the R, step to the L on the L 
and touch the R toe behind the L; 
17-20 SIDE, BEHIND, TURN, STAMP; 
Step to the R on the R, step behind the R on the L, turn 1/4 to the R as you 
step to the R on the R, stamp the L next to the R and take weight; 
START OVER.

MORNING STAR 


Formation: Proper duple: 1,3,5,etc. active but not crossed. 
Musie: "Rory O'more," KDF, FDCD-005. 
Routine: 
1-16 Actives give right to partners, balance and swing 
(4-count step swing balance and swing for 12 counts.) 
17-32 Actives give left hand to partner, balance and swing. 
(Again, 4 count balance and 12 count swing) 
33-40 Actives down the center. 
41-48 Turn alone, come back. 
49-56 Cast off and right and left thru. 
57-64 Right and left back. 
Note. I can well remember too that on counts 17-32, just for devilment, 
Ralph would have you reverse your swing. I never was able to accomplish 
that task as ] came unglued trying to change hand holds and reverse my 
swing, but I was never alone in my laughter and clumsy attempts at 
swinging in reverse. (Never could get my right foot to pump me around.) 
Maybe I should have saved this one for April Fool's month.)

Surely this is not the new year al- 
ready... Gee, isn't it amazing that just a 
few months ago we were all worried 
about the Y9K stuff. We were all sure 
that what ever went wrong it was con- 
nected to the Y2K ...now we just know 
that it is just the old Murphy's Law at 
work once again. 

I got a nice letter from Audrey 
Hildebrand in Leaf River, IL. She said 
she enjoys the monthly column, (thank 
you Hilda,) and wanted to pass on some 
information that many of us just take 
for granted. Following are her instruc- 
tions. By the way, I used them to make 
a Waistband and they are very informa- 
tively written. 

WAISTBANDS 

Many directions are given for mak- 
ingsimple square dance skirts, but they 
usually assume the sewer knows how 
to attach a waist band. This isn't al- 
ways true. 

There are two ways to put a waist- 
band on a skirt, either the elastic type, 
or with a placket. 

То make the elastic type, make sure 
the opening at the top of your skirt is 






at least 3 or 4 
inches larger 
than your hips. For 1 1/2 inch elastic, 
cut a piece of material four inches wide 
and tlie length of the waist opening plus 
an ineh for a seam, (1/2 inch at each 
end), Sew the short ends together, and 
then pin or baste the front side of the 
waist band material to the inside of the 
skirt. When you are sure of the fit (no 
wrinkles, it is large enough) sew this 
seam. Now fold the material over to the 
front of the skirt. Make sure you have 
allowed enough room for the elastic, 
and turn under about 1/2 inch. Pin this 
in place, just over where the stitching 
shows from the first seam. Now, top- 
stitch around again, but leave the last 
two inches or so open, This is where 
you insert the elastic. Put a large safety 
pin (a diaper pin works great) in one 
end of the correct length of elastic,and 
work it through the waistband. Make 
sure you pin the “trailing end” to the 
outside of the skirt, so you don't just 
pull it on through. When you are sure 
it is the correct size, sew the two ends 
of the elastic together, and finish by

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sewing the opening closed. 

For the placket type of waistband 
you must leave a 6 or 7 inch opening 
in the side seam of the skirt, and hem, 
or sew down, these edges. This open- 
ing shouldn't show on the finished 
skiri. If it does, а hook and eye, or 
snap may be added, 

The opening at the top of your skirt 
should be the same as your waist size. 
Cut à piece of material 4 or 5 inches 
wide, and the length of your waist 
opening, plus 3 inches. The width vou 
cut the material depends on the fin- 
ished width of the waist band you 
wish to have. 

Fold the waist band material over 
front of the material to the inside, and 
sew each end shut. Starting at the back 
of the placket, pin (or baste) the front 
side of the material to the inside of the 
skirt. When vou get around to the front, 
there should be about a two inch tab 
remaining. If everything fits correctly, 
sew this seam. 

Fold the waist band over to the front, 
and turn under about 1/2 inch. This 
should fit neatly over the seam you just 
made. Pin everything in place, and sew, 
including the 2 inch tab. This will fold 
over the top of the back part of the band 
to hold a buttonhole, or hooks and eyes, 
ete, You should have a skirt that fits 
vou, and looks nice as well. 

Again, thanks to Hilda for these in- 
structions.

Now some tips that Т find useful to 
remember... 

If you are confused about your waist 
band size. Use tliis test for figuring out 
the length of elastic you'll need...... wrap 
the elastic comfortably around your 
waist while you're sitting down and try 
different amounts of stretch. Kemem- 
ber that it can't be too tight, not only 
because it will be uncomfortable but it 
also needs lo have enough stretch to go 
over your hips. 

When you are stitching in the ditch 
for a waist band, you will get perfect 
results when you press. Always press 
open the seam where the waist band 
joins the garment, Pull gently at the 
seam with your fingers while stitching 
to allow the stitches to fall in the ditch. 

We're always looking for ways to 
save time with our sewing...one way is 
to cut the waist band along the salvage. 
No need to finish the edge. 

Some of the best waist band inter- 
facing to use is the Dritz® slotted no 
woven fusible or the Ban-Rol&. Both 
are available in 1 1/4 to 2 inch widths. 

The elastic that I use most often is a 
2 inch non roll woven. | like the wide 
waist band look and this can eliminate 
the need for a belt. Just less bulk. 

I hope this gets vou off to a good sew- 
ing New Year. And keep those eards and 
letters coming...] enjoy each and every one.

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I don't like to be critical but I have 
recently had occasion to notice, again, 
how sloppy our dancing is getting. 
When I was calling every week to a 
regular group, I frequently took a 
couple of minutes to comment about 
dancing style. It usually made а 
difference for perhaps one or two tips 
and then folks went back to whatever 
they were doing before. 

Perhaps it is to no avail for me to 
voice my concerns here but I have to 
try. I have a couple of “pet peeves.” 
They are Ferris Wheel and Recycle. In 
both of these actions, done from the 
usual setup, the boys grab the girls and 
drag them backwards through several 
steps of the action. 

When Don Beck created Ferris 
Wheel, he wanted the in-facing couple 
to move straight ahead into a two-faced 
line. What now happens, in fact, is that 
the in-facing men grab the women 
beside them and head for each other 
diagonally across the square. Those 
girls have no choice but to follow, 
backing up, until the guys finally stop 
and let them back into place. 

The call Recycle is defined as a 
folding “no-hands” action but that's 
not how it is done. In this one the girls 
usually grab the guys’ arms and then 
turn so they can be dragged backwards 
into place. The call is not only more 
comfortable done without a handhold, 
it is also much more likely to succeed 
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when done from some unusual setup. 
And while we're discussing 
handholds, let's get to my strongest 
objection about the way folks dance 
these days. What's wrong with holding 
on? When I dance, I want to feel some 


counterbalance in the turns. An 
Allemande Left should let me feel the 
pressure of my corner's weight against 
my arm. The recommended styling for 
that turn is a forearm hold with each 
person's palm against the other's 
forearm and with elbows bent to allow 
pressure without grabbing, 

What happens, usually, is a limp 
touch with the hands somewhere down 
around the hip level. On a Swing Thru I 
gel a finger touch but no sense that ] am 
a "turning unit" with the other person. 
With that kind of touch I might as well 
be dancing with a square of ghosts. The 
choreography is more challenging if 
there aren't any other people. 

LH ike to dance with people. I want 
to feel them moving with me, The kind 
of limp spaghetti touches that have 
become common these days, spoil the 
comfort of the dancing. If we could get 
back the great feel of good square 
dancing together, | think we could 
recover some of the fun that folks say 
they've lost. No one can do it alone. 
The next time you're on the floor pay 
attention to how careless our dancing 
has become - and fix at least your 
part of it.

Last month we wrote about selling 
techniques using an example of 
prospect calling & salesperson selling. 
We will continue the subject in this 
column. Sellingis a difficult art to learn 
but everyone can learn to be а good 
salesperson if you give it a whirl. 

In the selling game, the salesperson 
is constantly looking for hot buttons to 
learn what is important to the prospect 
and what is the prospect's true need. 1 
recently took our family ear to a Ford 
dealer to get the oil filter and oil 
changed while I would wait in the 
^waiting" room. Since an oil change 
only takes about 15 minutes it made 
more sense to wait for the ear instead 
of dropping the car off and pickingrit up 
later. The dealer is smart and the 
waiting room is a part of the showroom 
where the new cars and sports utility 
vehicles are on display. One of the sales 
persons said, “Hi Bernie, how is it

going?" I said, "fine, Lam getting an oil 
change on our саг” as 1 checked the 
sticker price on a new Ford Windstar. I 
commented "these Windstars aren't 
cheap; you are talking about real 
money with that sticker price." The 
salesperson immediately replied, 
“Wouldn't that new Windstar look nice 
in your driveway?" I replied, "Yes, if 
you cut the price in half.” 

What was this salesperson doing? 
He was looking for a hot button. He was 
using the "prestige and envy” routine 
where the customer is willingto pay the 
price to own a new van and be the 
“envy” of the neighborhood with it. It 
didn't work on me, But he definitely 
tried and will try again the next time 1 
am at the dealership. His motivation 
was the commission he would receive if 
he sold me that new van. 

Let's relate this to our activity - 
square dancing. You, the salesper-

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son, are looking for hot buttons too. 
You are trying to learn what is 
important to the prospect so you can 
make a sale which is to get him and/or 
her to your next new dancer dance. 
Then you can comment to your fellow 
dancers that you "sold" Mr & Mrs 
Right on the benefits of square 
dancing (your commission.) 

What are some of the possible hot 
buttons? The prospect may be new in 
town and has a strong desire to meet 
new friends and get into some social 
circles that are compatible with their 
interests. Can square dancing fulfill 
their need? Sure we can if you the 
salesperson concentrates on this hot 
button or need. 

Another example could be a couple 
where the last child left the nest and they 
are experiencing lots of time on their

hands with little or nothing to do. They 
want to get out of the house and start a 
new life with more fulfillment. Can 
square dancing help? Sure we can if you 
concentrate on this hot button or need. 

„Another example would be a 
recently divorced person who wants to 
get out and meet new people outside of 
his or her former social circles which 
centered around other married couples. 
Can square dancing fulfill this need? 
Sure we сап if you concentrate on this 
hot button or need. 

Hot buttons are needs and the 
effective sales person zeroes in on 
these needs until he or she gets a 
positive reaction where you think he, 
she or they are willing to give square 
dancing a try. Once you get this 
positive reaction the effective salesper- 
son goes into the “informational 
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OPEN

phase" of the sales process and quits 
selling. (You can talk your way right 
out of sale if vou talk too much.) You 
keep giving short and specific answers 
to the prospect's questions and follow 
your answers with a “closing feeler". 
For example, vou could ask the 
prospect if you could pick them up 
Saturday night for your first new 
dancer dance? If the prospect is "sold", 
he, she or they will elose by saying: 
“Yes, that would be great if you could 
pick us up.” If he or she hesitates and 
asks another question, repeat the 
process. Eventually you will get an 
acceptance answer where the prospect 
decides to come to your club's first new 
dancer dance. 

Babe Ruth hit a lot of home runs the 
accomplishment that we all remember 
him for. However he also struck out 
many more times. The same goes for an 
effective salesperson. You will not be 
successful with every prospect. If you 
sell one out of ten you will be doing 
great. The secret of success in the 
selling game is to keep trying just like 
that salesperson will do the next time I 
bring our family car in for an oil change, 

One final thought - stress the 
benefits of square dancing - not square 
dancing itself. Concentrate on the 
friendliness of square dancers; talk 
about all the fun we have square

ihem how easy it is to learn how to 
square dance by saying “You will be 
square dancing within minutes after 
you get ont on the dance floor with 
other new dancers just like you,” 

About now you are saying, “We 
tried that - it don't work; you are just 
talking theory and not real experience 
in the selling field.” Well, folks, the 
comments are not out of a textbook or 
some lecture that 1 attended. These 
comments are a brief summary of my 
experience as a new home construc- 
tion and real estate salesman for over 
thirty years. Everything 1 have said 
above works and you, too, can become 
an effective salesperson selling the 
benefits of square dancing by using 
these techniques. | only ask that you 
give it a try and don't get discouraged. 
You will get better as you talk to more 
prospects. Happy Selling!

Repeat figure for #1 man and each of the remaining women: 
Same old gent and a brand new girl, Down the center and away you whirl 


Repeat all for couple #2 

Use any middle break of your choice, then: 
Repeat figure for couples #3 and #4 

End with closing break of your choice 


Note: Depending on your group, you may wish to go only once through the record 
without resetting the needle (cutting dance time from about 15 minutes to about 
3 1/2 minutes). If so, use the following sequence: 

Opener, couple #1, couple #3, middle break, couple #4, couple #2, closer; in 
that order. 

After a long (16 count) balance and swing, the designated couple crosses the set 
and splits the opposite couple. Then they separate and walk around the side couples 
until they are in a position to swing their current corner. Everybody swings corners.

Crispy Garlic Chicken 

1 envelope Lipton Recipe Secrets 
Garlic Mushroom Soup Mix& 

1/3 C mayonnaise 

1/4 C grated Parmesan cheese 

4 boneless, skinless chicken breast

Keep dancing

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On a recent vacation trip I visited а 
contra dance weekend that included 
some traditional squares in the pro- 
gram. | didn't go to dance. We were 
passing through and I wanted to sce if 
they were still doing things the way 1 
remembered them from my early danc- 
ingexperienee. Fwas pleased to discover 
that they really were. 

I have also visited a couple of other 
contra dance groups over the past усаг. It 
is interesting to note that there are big 
differences between these groups. The 
latest was almost formal and quite 
restrained in their dancing. Another was 
much more "enthusiastic." You might even 
say they were exuberant. They danced 
with great vigor at a fast pacc. In both of 
these groups folks mostly knew the basies 
of their form of dance quite well. 

Another traditional dance group that 
I visited was not nearly as eertain about 
what they were doing. They needed a lot 
of explanation before cach dance 
started. There were, of course, a few 
people who knew what they were doing 
but most were clearly confused at least 
some of the time. 

From these experiences I have found 
myself making comparisons with our 
modern western (club) form of square 
dancing. We have much in common. 1 
know that the style of dancing and 
exuberance varies considerably from 
one club to another. At some club dances 
most of the people are pretty confident. 
At others we find a fair number of 
dancers that are less than surc of what 
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they are doing. 

Traditional dancers don't have the 
kind of organizations that let us (the 
club dancers) know what is happening 
in our activity around the country and 
around the world. We know that our 
groups are shrinking as we are less 
successful at recruiting new dancers, I 
have not found any way to discover 
whether the traditional groups are 
having better success. 

Perhaps it is because the traditional 
groups arc less organized, but | find that 
there isn't much communication between 
the traditionalists and the moderns. | 
have experienced both and we have much 
in common. | like to think of square 
dancing as one continuous activity that 
starts with our traditional roots and 
continues through the CALLERLAB 
established programs, all the way to 
Challenge. People can take part in square 
dancing at any point along this line and 
have a great time. Il is a wonderful 
activity in cach of its forms. 

We have a very flexible activity that 
can be adapted to serve well a variety of 
recreational needs. Unfortunately, many 
of us tend to see square dancing as only 
the way we do it. If we dance Challenge 
than Plus doesn't seem very interesting. 
Modern dancers don't think they have 
anything in common with traditional 
square dancers (and vice versa.) If we 
could rejoice in the variety of ways it can 
be done we might find we could interest 
many more people in giving it a try. 
Wouldn't that be nice.

wiru DONNA I rock 


Hey, I realize that there are some 
readers that don't do much sewing ....so 
this month we will all make something 
that requires minimal sewing. This is 
a cute idea and easy too. | must give 
credit to the creative ladies that made 
these for the craft fair in our town. Now, 
we can take it a step further and use 
matching colors to coordinate with our 
square dance outfits. I love pockets or 
any way to carry Kleenex, hankies, lip- 
stick, or a winning 50-50 ticket, so this 
seems like a nifty idea to me. 

I watched as one of these ribbon 
bags were being made and wrote,as fast 
as I could. Then as I was re-reading 
my scribbling, | was given the written 
directions which are much better than 
the ones I had written. 

Some of the ones that I saw were 
made with as many as eight different 
types of ribbons in various widths. The 
one I made only had two colors, a red 
ribbon and an off white one, so it didn't 
get too complicated. It will make a nice 
accessory for my Valentines outfit. 

You will need: 

* 1/4 yard of lightweight fusible inter- 
facing 
* About 9 yards of desired ribbon 1/4 

to 1 1/2 inches wide. (I used 1/2 

inch and 1 inch wide ribbon) 
* Fusible hemming tape 

* Lots of pins 
* А piece of cardboard 
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* Thread 


* Snap for clo- 

sure 
* Decorative button 

Cut a 6 1/2 X 18 1/2 inch piece of in- 
terfacing. Pin the interfacing, using the 
pins as push pins, fusible side up to the 
cardboard. 

Cut enough 18 1/2 inch long rib- 
bons to cover the interfacing. Pin the 
ribbons with sides touching on top of 
the interfacing. 

Cut several ribbons 6 1/2 inches 
long. (How many you need will depend 
on the width of the ribbons you chose) 
Pin fusible hem tape to the ribbon 
backs. 

Begin weaving short ribbons with 
those pinned to the cardboard. 

Pin the ribbon ends as the weaving 
is completed. 

Using an iron, fuse the ribbons to 
the interfacing, removing the pins as 
you go. Trim edges even. 

Place the lining on top of the woven 
ribbon piece right sides facing. Stitch 
together using а 1/4 inch seam allow- 
ance and leaving one short end open. 
Trim seams and turn. 

Measure 4 1/2 inches from the 
stitched short end. Fold the woven 
piece at this point with right sides fac- 
ing. Hand stitch both side seams. Turn 
right side out.

The Foundation will 
eventually need a photograph (prefer- 
ably 7" high x 5" wide color) of each 
person installed in the Hall of Fame. 

Nominees need not have been 
involved with or made a donation to the 
Foundation to be eligible.

Arewe maximizing our promotional 
efforts at demonstrations? Are we the 
salesmen that we need to be? These are 
questions we need to ask ourselves 
each time we do a promotional 
demonstration. These questions need 
to be asked of ourselves, whether we 
are a dancer, caller, or cuer. 

As а dancer we must appear to be 
having fun. I realize that we all have 
fun with our activity but we need to be 
able to bring it across to potential 
dancers. How can we do this? We can 
do this while dancing by squaring up 
promptly, laughing, making a little bit 
of noise, and most important smiling. 
We cannot afford to be doing 
promotional demonstrations where 
the dancers do not appear to be 
having a good time. Excitement and 
enthusiasm attracts positive attention 
and that is what we need to show for 
each demonstration. We сап aiso sell 
the activity when not dancing at these 
demonstrations by mingling with the 
spectators answering questions they 
may have and getting their name, 
address, and/or phone number so 
they ean be notified when the next 
new dancer session starts. So many 
times I hear, "I just talked to this 
person who wants to learn how to 
dance so | gave them all the 
information," but when I ask do you

have a way to contact them the 
answer is "no" or "I forgot." We need 
to remember to get the needed 
information so we can follow up on 
their expressed interest. These names 
should then be compiled on a hot list 
that will receive notices prior to the 
start of the next new dancer session. 

As а caller or cuer we must also 
appear to be having fun but also need to 
be aware of how the music will be 
perceived by the spectators. The music 
we use needs to be current, recognizable, 
and upbeat. The other thing we need to 
remember is that we are there to make 
animpression on the spectators and not 
the dancers. If we keep the choreography 
simple the dancers can concentrate on 
exhibiting the excitement and 
enthusiasm of our activity. 

We have for years participated in 
demonstrations that have been offered 
to us for entertainment purposes. These 
types of demonstrations do have their 
place but are they the best places to find 
potential dancers? We need to personally 
seek out locations and/or events that 
would target specific groups that would 
have the highest promotional benefits to 
our activity, Once we find and book 
these demonstrations we then need to 
be prepared to maximize our 
promotional efforts and be the salesmen 
we need to be.

(The lady reels the men's line and her partner as he walks down the line.) When 
they reach the foot, call: 


LADY WALK AND THE MAN REELS 
Man reels the ladies' line while the lady walks. When they reach the head, 
call:REEL AS A COUPLE. As soon as the original couple reaches the foot of the 
set, call: 


NEXT COUPLE, MAN WALKS AND THE LADY REELS, etc.

to Bob & Estella. In February, we printed the first ceremony. This 
particular ceremony has been used by Bob & Estella. We suggest you add 


your own personal touch if you wish. 


Setting: 

The room should be set up with a 
small table to mark the four corners 
of the square or have four “angels” 
positioned around the room to mark 
the corners of the square. The first 
table is directly in front of the 
caller's location. 

Line up the new dancers in front of 
the caller. If you wish, columns may be 
formed and the new dancers escorted 
into the room to the callers location. 


Caller/Narrator: 

“You have reached an important 
step in square dancing. As any club or 
organization has an identifying sym- 
bol, so is the interlocking square the 
universal symbol of square dancing.” 

If possible, present each dancer 
with an “interlocking square” рїп. 


Caller/Narrator: 

“Because there are many aspects of 
square dancing we have not had time to 
talk about during our weekly dances, 
we have put together a booklet for you. 
This booklet should help to explain 
some of them to you. Take it home with 
you, look it over and if you have any 
questions about anything we have put 
in it, please feel free to discuss them 
with us.” 

Most of these topics have been 


copied from other sources such as 
American SquareDance magazine, 
note services, Canadian Dancer News 
and The Bugle. Nat all the original 
sources are available but they are all 
important to our square dance activ- 
ity. Include those which are important 
for your area. 


Caller or Narrator: 

“The very first page contains 'The 
square dancer's pledge.’ Please sign 
it now, then leave your book on this 
table and go to the second corner of 
the square.” 

The new dancers leave their signed 
book on the first table until the end of 
the service. 


Caller, Narrator or Angel at 
position number two: 

“One cannot square dance alone. 
One of the greatest by-products of 
square dancing is friendship. 

“Square dancing is a common 
bond between us as friends. There 
are no strangers in square dancing, 
only friends you have not yet met. 
When you go to a square dance, you 
will always dance with friends. As 
you join a square, introduce yourself 
and call each dancer by the given 
name on their badge. 

“When others come to visit or you 
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go visit other dancers, always be as 
courteous as you would have them be 
io you. In square dancing you can 
develop lifetime friends for square 
dancing is ‘Friendship Set to Music.’ 

"Please move to position number 
three where you will hear of another 
great by-product of square dancing - 
fitness and music.” 


Caller, Narrator or Angel at 
position number three: 

“Now that you have learned many 
of the square dance calls needed to 
begin dancing, you can also enjoy the 
music as you dance. Dancing is 
moving to music. 

“When you first started square 
dancing, you were taught a whole new 
language, many new dance movements 
and combinations of moves. Your caller 
plans the moves so that they are in time 
with the music and in rhythm with the 
music. You started square dancing by 
walking through the movements until 
you had an idea of what to do when the 
caller gave you instructions. Then you 
practiced doing the movement to 
musie. Now when the caller tells you 
the movement, you hear it and almost 
automatically perform that move,

The EDSARDA 
winter meeting was 
held on Sunday, 
January 7, at the 
Calvary Baptist Church in North 
Andover, Massachusetts. 

At the conclusion of the regular 
business meeting, the Program Chair- 
man, Ron & Goldie Clifford, presented a 
panel diseussion on "Adult Education - 
Parks & Recreation Department Square 
Dance Classes: Are they the Wave of the 
Future?" The panelists from the Square 
Wheelers SDC in Massachusetts. and 
the Whirlaways SDC in Rhode Island 
discussed their "new" approach to the 
entrance into the square dance activity. 
They have arranged programs with the 
School Administration to be offered as a 
course under their Town's Adult 
Education Program on a semester basis 
(estimaed 10 - 12 weeks) А major 
advantage of a program of this type is 
the extent of advertising/marketing 
that is gained through the town's 
publication of their current Adult 
Education Programs, also, the costs 
for the courses are paid in full when 
the “students” enroll, These programs 
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have started out with limited success 
but both groups feel that there is the 
potential for a successful continuation 
to the introduction to the square 
dance activity. 

It appears that this type of program 
that has limited teaching time may be 
an excellent method of producing 
dancers who could move into a 
Community Dance Program, or, even- 
tually, into a square danee club that 
dances Mainstream. The only problem 
in New England would be trying to find 
such a club in our geographical area. 
There seems to be very few [Main- 
stream Clubs] in existence today. This 
may be an incentive for starting a club 
for this program or "casual" dancer, or 
convincing existing clubs that they 
would be better off dancing the 
Mainstream Program. It's good to see 
someone do something positive to try 
to resolve some of the problems that 
exist in our square dance activity 
today. It’s time for more of our 
"Leaders" to "make a move."

Spring cleaning time is here...Oh, 
Sure, just what I've been waiting 
for. Now, we all know I'm kidding, 
but I do have some ideas that can 
help you with your clearing up of 
your sewing STUFF. 

A friend of mine brought a beautiful 
pillow in to show me. Her niece in 
Texas made it for her. It was appliqued 
to look like a snow man (this was in 
January). Well..this got me to 
thinking..do I have some (lots) of 
fabrie leftovers, are pillows easy to 
make, would they make a nice gift any 
time of the year? Well, we all know the 
answers. This is not a pop quiz, just 
want you all to use some of your 
brain cells for imagination, and then 
get up and get going and try your 
hand at making some pillows. 

The first pillow І made was just a 
basic front and back stitched together 
and then 28" 
stuffed (ugh...I 
don't like 
stuffing a pil- 24" 
low). Well, one 
day my grand- 
daughter 
came over with several foam pillow 
inserts in different sizes. She wanted 
some pillows to liven up her dorm at 
school and wanted help with making 
some "FUNKY" pillows for her bed and 
even for the floor. We looked through 
THE STASH and found some fun fabric 
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to mix and 
mateh. We 
took a solid blue background and made 
several moon shapes. It was not hard to 
apply these basic shapes using a zig 
zag stitch. With right sides together we 
stitched three sides together...turned it 
right side out...inserted the pillow form 
and even managed to machine stitch 
the remaining open side together. Next 
we found some fake fur or some sort of 
fuzzy stuff and off we went again. This 
was just the basic cut, stitch, turn, 
stuff, stitch pillow...but she added some 
tassels to each corner and we were 
done with 

two...but, she 

brought FIVE. 

Remember 

those border 

prints...we cut 

out several motifs and placed them 
here and there on а solid 
background..not too exciting. But 

we kept at it and soon with some 
creative cutting and placing...she 

had a layered (appliqued) effect 

that was really nice. We used 
Wonder Under® to attach the two 
fabrics together using an iron (this was 
done to help me with the intricate 
stitching that the cut outs had created). 
This pillow took the most time and, 
most of my patience, but it pleased her, 
and after all what do grandmothers do 
best? Why, please their grandchildren 
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* Restaurants in all price ranges 


of course! Now to the next one... We did 
a reverse of the fabric of the moon 
shapes, since both of the pillows were 
the same size. We decided to try our 
hand at a neck pillow, you know the 
round cylinder shaped ones. We kept 
folding and sewing until this pattern 
seemed to work. Try it, it's not hard but 
you still have that stuffing to do. 
"Сиш a piece of fabric 24" by 28", 
*Fold in and make a casing on the 
long side of fabric. Both sides. 
*l'old fabric in half the lengthwise. 
*Stitch together leaving an opening 
for the casing. 
*'Turn right side out. 
*|nsert ribbon or basis tape into 
casing. 
*Pull the ribbon tightly on one end.

In 
both instances the number of squares 
was more than the group usually sees 
at their Saturday dances. 

One of the dances had three banner 
raids, which helps to explain the 
success. But it's interesting to note 
that there was a group of more than 
two squares from another club - one 
that had not said they were raiding. 
They had just come because they liked 
dancing to the caller who was behind 
the mike that night. 

In both of these instances the dance 
was the only one in the area that night. 
I have written before about the 
senseless competition that some clubs 
have engaged in. As the total popula- 
tion of dancers has shrunk there are 
still clubs that hold firmly to "their" 
night no matter how many other 
dances there are in the area that night. 
It would seem that, at least with a caller 
that folks want to dance to, the lack of 
nearby competition does make a 
difference, Attendance at both of these 
dances was well above the usual erowd 
in their area these days.

I note that this column will appear as 
classes are drawing to a close. | also 
know from the surveys I have received 
that there are at least 1000 students in 
square dance classes in'New England 
right now. Wouldn't it be wonderful if 
we could add them all to the population 
of regular dancers. 

Unfortunately we all know that 
many of these graduates will be 
urged to go to dances where they will 
not be comfortable. Callers all know 
that new dancers have real trouble 
the first few times they dance to a 
caller other than their teacher. If, on 
those occasions they are also at Plus 
dances when they have only learned 
the Mainstream calls, we all know 
they are likely to abandon square 
dancing forever. 

Taking a new skier down an expert 
trail is dangerous. They can get 
severely hurt. When we do the sanie 
thing with new square dancers it 
doesn't show up as a broken leg but the 
damage may be equally severe. Please 
be kind to the folks in your club's class. 
You know which dances they can 
handle with ease. Help them to find 
those dances and avoid the ones that 
are high risk.

People do not get sick from cold weather; it's from being indoors a lot more. 
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NOTES 


Selling square and round dancing is 
a way of life with us. We usually turn 
several conversations during a given 
day into a “soft sell” pitch for square 
and round dancing. Some people talk 
about the weather; we talk about how 
much fun we had square and round 
dancing last night. When people talk 
about the weather we usually turn the 
weather subject into “What happened 
to us during the last snow storm when 
we were ощ dancing.” 

When I go to the local clinic to see 
our family doctor, I usually bring 
square and round dancing into the pic- 
ture. | visited him last month because 
of stiffness in my right knee and һау- 
ing difficulty getting out of bed, ete. 1 
expected the worse thinking it might be 
a blood clot or an aneurysm. After 
about five minutes of checking out my 
legs and asking me to give details of my 
experiences not getting around easily, 
the doctor said, “You haye a mild case 
of arthritis in your knees, | immediately 
asked, “Does this mean my square and 
round dancing is going to be extremely 
limited. He said no - not for a few more 
years, anyway. He said we have some 
medicine that you should take once a 
day for 30 days and you should feel bet- 
ter and the swelling in your knee should 
go down considerably. 

He was right again. Anyway the rea- 
son for me writing about my recent visit 
to the doetor was to show you how I got 
square and round dancing into the con- 
versation. I did it with the receptionist 
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out front and I did it with the doctor's 
nurse and then with the doctor, himself. 
That day three people learned that I 
square and round dance and that I re- 
ally enjoy doingit. To make along story 
short, the doctor said you do not have 
a circulation problem in your legs; you 
have a very strong pulse in your feet, 
probably from all that dancing you do. 
The arthritis problem is something that 
comes with age and, especially, if your 
parents had arthritis. He said that 
there is no cure for arthritis but we can 
somewhat control it so you can live a 
normal life. The medicine worked too. 

During the deer gun season, up at 
the log cabin, I managed to get square 
and round dancing into the conversa- 
tion several times with my two neph- 
ews and my youngest son. 

Last week Carolyn told me to pick 
up a gallon of milk while I was in town. 
Iwentto the local supermarket and ran 
into a guy who worked for me 15-20 
years ago when I was building houses. 
His wife was with him too. They were 
square dancers at one time and 
dropped out for reasons unknown to 
me. Weexchanged greetings (yellow 
rock for Fran, etc.) and started small 
talking. I found out that he had recently 
retired. І said, "Great, | am old enough 
{о retire but just haven't had time to 
give it much thought. Now you can get 
back into square dancing since you now 
have lots of time on your hands, ha ha." 
Steve said "maybe, just maybe we will 
give it a whirl.” His wife said, "I don't

know - my legs have been giving me a 
lot of trouble lately."

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CLUB LEADERSHIP 





Local marketing brought many new 
dancers into clubs' new dancer pro- 
grams all over the country. Now we are 
learning about their graduation 
dances. And soon the attrition of these 
new uancers will start. Most will keep 
dancing until summer starts when 
many clubs stop dancing for the sea- 
son. About 75 percent will come back 
next fall and give square dancing an- 
other whirl. At their first dance in the 
fall, they realize they have forgotten 
much of what they learned last fall and 
winter. About half of this group will 
throw in the towel on square dancing 
for the rest of their lives before the end 
of the year. 

At this point we have retained 
about 40% of last year's new dancers. 
Not good - not bad, but it gets worse. 
Most of these dancers decide to be 
angels at the next new dancer program 
to not only belp the new dancers but 
also to brush up on their knowledge of 
the calls in the Mainstream program. 
Here we have good (primary) reasons 
and real reasons. The good reason for 
being angels is to help the new danc- 
ers. The real reason is they have real- 
ized that they have not really learned 
to square dance; they were only given 
a brief introduction to square dancing 
and that they are preity much left on 
their own to really master square 
dancing. Those that stick it out really 
learn to square dance this second time 
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BERNIE COULTHURST 


around. A few more drop out of square 
dancing during their first year as 
“graduated” dancers. About twenty 
percent of the original class is still 
dancing after their second year in 
square dancing. 

This group of new dancers goes to 
every new dancer dance as well as ev- 
ery Mainstream dance they can find. 
What is another good name for this 
group? THEY ARE THE NEW DIE- 
HARDS! They are determined to learn 
to dance the Mainstream program well. 
And they will!!! 

This group (as well as all new danc- 
ers ) was “avoided” by the experienced 
"good" dancers in the club at first. Now 
these experienced dancers seek them 
out because they know these die-hards 
really know how to dance well, 

! have no professional! statistics Lo 
support the above comments but they 
are quite accurate based on my firs! 
band knowledge and experience o! 
thirty years of square dancing and 29 
vears of being a square dance leader 
Also, my first hand knowledge oí moni- 
toring new dancers in the state of Wis- 
consin supports these percentages 

Does your club, your area, and you! 
state or province experience a similar 
poor new dancer retention rate? We 
have written about our poor new dancer 
retention probiem being our No. 1 prob- 
lem in square dancing for a long time. 
However, it seems that nobody is listen- 
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* Calling & Cueing Equipment 


ing or reading what we have said. Most 
are just ignoringthe problem and blam- 
ing it on other factors which we cannot 
control, i.e., bowling is down too. They 
have given up and are willing to aecept 
the status quo as an acceptable condi- 
tion for square dancing, 

However, the real truth is that we can 
double our new dancer retention rate by 
simply ehanging our attitudes and mak- 
ing a few subtle changes in the way we 
do business. Enthusiastic and positive 
leadership is what is needed to change 
the status quo. Here are four subtle 
changes that you can make to improve 
your new dancer retention rate: 

1. Hire the best caller-teacher you 
сап find for your new dancer dance 
program. This person may not be 
your club caller. 

2. Don't put a time limit on your 
new dancer program; give the 
caller-instructor all of the time he 
or she needs to get the new danc- 
ers well trained. 

3. Have your new dancer dance 
program on the same day that your 
club dances starting an hour before 
your regular dance. New dancer 
dances (used to be called lessons) 
should not be longer than one hour. 
Also it should be 75% dancing and 
25% learning. Encourage the new 
dancers to stay and watch the expe- 
rienced dancers. It will help them vi- 
sualize the calls that they learned

earlier that day. 

4. Gradually have your caller get 
the new dancers out on the floor dur- 
ing regular club dances. 

If you implement these four points 
you will have better and happier new 
dancers. You will have happier club 
members because the club members are 
now close friends of the new dancers. 
Evervbody wants 10 dance with their 
friends - even if they don't dance very 
well yet. Old timers, be patient with these 
new dancers. A year from now they will 
out dance you. Besides, patience is a vir- 
tue and we all want to be virtuous. 

As a closing thought, ask that “New 
Dancer Retention Rates" be pnt on the 
agenda for your next elub, area or state/ 
province meeting. If we doubled our 
new dancer retention rate, square 
dancing would start growing again even 
without making any major changes to 
our programs. One final challenge to 
you - try the above ideas before saying 
"they won't work; we tried that before; 
the experienced dancers will not go for 
it;" ete. - because they do work. 

Till next time, happy dancing; it is a 
pleasure that will not last forever!

Among the music catalogues that Michael Jackson owns the rights to 
is the South Carolina State anthem. 
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Over a recent week I called several 
different kinds of modern square 
dances. The experience made me 
reflect once again on a favorite theme. 
It is the astounding flexibility of our 
activity. Square dancing is truly a near 
universal recreation, [know of no other 
that is so adaptable. 

In that week [ called a one-time event 
for folks in a retirement community who 
have never danced before (and got hired 
back), à Plus dance for a club that has 
been around for many years, and а class 
dance for a club that doesn't have a 
class this year. | also called ап А-1 
dance in this same week. That's quite a 
spread. One of the dances used a total of 
five calls. Another one used a vocabu- 
lary of more than 140. 

The common factor in all of these 
was that nearly everyone who eame to 
the dance stayed to the end. This is one 
of the ways that I measure whether I

did a good job and it would seem that I 
gave the folks a good time - all of them. 
Isn't it wonderful that one activity - 
square dancing - can give folks a good 
time in such a variety of ways. 

Now my question? Why is it that 
every time someone suggests that we 
introduce, promote or encourage an 
easier form of square dancing we hear 
complaints? Plus clubs ask "Who wiil 
call for us?" The eallers say "They 
won't have any place to dance (if I don't 
teach them Plus.) We talked about the 
"Multi-cycle class system at the 
NECCA Clinic last year. The first (and 
most frequent) question was "How will 
we get them into our Plus club?” 

Probably the right answer is "You 
won't It seems obvious to me that we 
could get more people to take up 
square dancing if they could dance 
comfortably after only ten lessons. 
Instead, we insist that they commit all

their free time to it for two years before 
they can be comfortabie in our groups. 

We could easily provide comfort- 
able, fun dancing after ten weeks of 
lessons. My experience in that week of 
widely varied dances says that square 
dancing is fun no matter how many 
calls I use. The real roadblock here 
seems to be that hardly anyone wants 
totry making square dancing available 
except the way their club does it. If my 
club was thriving, | wouldn't see any 
need to change either.

club. I think it is reasonable, though. for 
callers to look for groups of people and 
offer them any form of square dancing 
that will make them want more, Callers, 
don't wait around for clubs to hire vou 
Look for new markets 

In the meantime I would like io ask 
the club dancers to not recruit 
Mainstream class graduates into Plus 
clubs. Instead, take them to Main- 
siream dances. Do everything you ean 
to make the transition from class into 
club dancing comfortable. Don't tel! me 
they learned Plus in this year's class 
Your teacher shouldn't even have tried, 
Support Mainstream dances. Without 
them Plus dancing has no future.

April 2001 marks the graduation of 
the first group of daneers to complete 
two phases of the Multi-Cycle program 
offered by the Border City Squares. 
Phase 1 of the Multi-Cycle program ran 
for 15 weeks between September and 
December with 12 weeks being class 
nights. We expected Phase 1 to cover 
calls 1 through 43 (Wheel & Deal) but 
the 9 new dancers did so well that they 
actually covered calls through #52 
(Cireulate). Phase 2 runs for 15 weeks 
between January and April. By the end 
of January, the new dancers had been 
exposed to calls up to #62 (Slide Thru). 
The 9 remaining calls were covered 
during the remaining 11 weeks lead- 
ing up to graduation. 

There are differences between the 
Multi-Cyele program and the Main- 
stream lessons offered in previous 
years. In 1999, we had already realized

the need to change the times for the 2 
sessions (class and workshop) so that 
the new dancers came first (7-9pm). 
The only change in September 2000 
was to reduce the ‘Class’ time to 1 1/2 
hours and increase the second session 
from 1 to 1 1/2 hours. This change was 
in preparation for the second cycle to 
start in January. 

We considered hosting a Multi-Cycle 
Phase 3 session (Plus lessons) during 
the later time period but we did not wish 
to compete with a nearby club who was 
also offering Plus lessons so we offered 
beginner round dance lessons. 

The biggest problem we had with the 
second Multi-Cycle Phase 1 session 
(planned to start in January) was the 
time issue. We knew that the Phase 1

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would need to change to the later time 
period. Some of the new dancers ор- 
posed the time change because it mean! 
they had to stay up later on a weeknight 
One new dancer completed the Main- 
stream program with a different club. 
Two other new dancers left each lesson 
1/2 hour before ii ended. Another new 
dancer dropped out in February. Yet 
another dancer missed the first 3 weeks 
of Phase 2 and chose to repeat Phase 1. 
Of the original 9 new dancers, we hope 
6 are still with us in April. 

January 8 was very soon after the 
holidays but we started another Phase 
1 session. Enrollment was open for all 
4 weeks in January but the 5 new danc- 
ers had all joined in by the third week. 
Only the first 18 of 71 movements/calls 
were covered in January but we believe 
the new dancers will have learned up 
to movement/call #43 and perhaps #53 
by the end of April.

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Square Dance Values From 
Harry Potter

The Harry Potter books have been 
best sellers in this country for the past 
few years, enjoyed as much by adults 
as by children. These are tales of good 
versus evil, which reinforce Christian 
values and demonstrate that good does 
prevail in the end. 

It is interesting to note how some of 
{һе values expressed in the books 
apply to square dancing, as follows: 

FRIENDSHIP. Harry Potter has 3 
close friends at school, and all care for 
and support each other. Likewise, 
square dancing encourages the care 
and support of others in the square, 
club, workshop group and federation. 

TOLERANCE. The books teach 
that we should be tolerant of 
different types of people, and this is 
true in square dancing as well. In 
square dancing we learn to be 
tolerant, kind and friendly to every- 
one, no matter what their occupa- 
tions or interests in life. 

FORGIVENESS. Harry Potter 
makes mistakes, but his teachers and 
friends always forgive him, and he in 
turn forgives others. In square 
dancing we need to forgive others 
who make mistakes in the square, 
and to look past their mistakes to 
who they really are. 

LOVE. It is love, not magic or 
witchcraft, that causes miracles to 
appear in Harry's life. Harry’s enemies 
do not understand the power of love, 
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and this ultimately gives Harry the 
advantage. Likewise, in square dancing 
it is love for our fellow dancers that is 
the giue holding our activity together. 

If you have not read the Harry 
Potter books, try the first one: "Harry 
Potter and the Sorcerer's Stone." It's a 
great read! Become a kid again, and at 
square dances practice the virtues 
shown in the book: friendship, toler- 
ance, forgiveness and love. 

DEWEY BERRY, longtime caller 
from Cleveland, Ohio, passed away this 
past December. He began calling in 
1959 and retired in 1995. 

Although able to call all programs, 
he specialized in Challenge and 
founded Holiday Weekend in 1963, 
the country's first annual Challenge 
weekend, an event which still contin- 
ues today. Dewey had several clubs in 
the Cleveland area, and traveled 
steadily from New York to Illinois. 

Dewey wrote about a dozen calls, 
5 of which have stood the test of time 
and are currently on CALLERLAB 
program lists. These include the 
Diamond Formation and Diamond 
Circulate (1972) - Plus and Step & 
Slide (1971) - А-1, 

Dewey was one of square dancing 
pioneers, and his creative, outgoing 
and pleasing personality. He is 
survived by his wife Martha, à son 
and daughter, 3 grandsons and а 
great granddaughter.

Moonlight Bay - GR-12178 Harry Lackey 
Another “quaint” tune from a company that over the years has specialized in 
catering to the basics. The music still has flair and is a fine instrumental with a 
beautiful tenor banjo that conjurs up thoughts of a warm night on the ocean-maybe 
Hawaii. That sounds great as this is February and we're still dealing with a bliz- 
zard that left 30" of snow behind. Great basic figure for a one nighter or to get 
new dancers moving: 


Mama Bear - BM-210 Bob Shiver 
Quaint tune with a bear theme (watch out when you refer to our female danc- 
ers as mama bears!). Muffled horns and a snappy percussion line sound a 
little old fashioned, but it’s a cute mellow tune possibly for that relaxing 
moment in a caller's dance.

most often for "the smartest man I 
know” is very simple and since you are 
lining it ...no facings. It is Shirley's Vest 
& Ties #S-3 and can be purchased from 
Aron's, 8974 E. Huntington Drive, San 
Gabriel, CA 91775. Two others are very 
good, Authentic # 313 (also from 
Aron's) and McCalls 8285. The McCalls 
pattern was used for the 47" National 
Square Dance Convention outfit. If you 
are unable to get any of these patterns, 
just make sure the pattern you pick is 
fully lined and for ease of sewing...has 
no darts. The pattern I use for myself 
is Simplicity 9285. I don't use any but- 
tons, but I do use the elastic insert, this 
gives the vest a little extra fit. 

Now a word about lining...some of 
the fabrics are just not firm enough 
so I used an interfacing on the whole 
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vest. This gives a nice crisp feel to 
those cottons that can get droopy. I 
tried the fusible interfacing, but you 
need to be eareful....some bubble on 
the fabric. Do a test on scraps of both 
fabrics and see how it reacts. Better 
to take the time then to have a not too 
nice looking vest. And please be sure 
that the colors don't bleed on each 
other when laundered. 

My knee has healed and I am able 
{о once again wear petticoats....] just 
feel better dancing in these outfits. To 
each his own...right? I still plan to make 
vests, that way you ean have two looks 
if vou want. 

Well, I guess the bottom line is, keep 
dancing and enjoy yourself.

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І have been looking for а few new cookie recipes, and after a bit of searching 
in a few cook books, I have found one that will be easy and delicious. 


Jam Thumbprints 
2/3 C margarine or butter 
1 1/2 € all-purpose flour 
1/2 C sugar 
2 egg yolks 
1 tsp vanilla 
2 slightly beaten egg whites 
i C finely chopped walnuts 
1/3 to 1/2 C cherry, strawberry, apricot 
and mint preserves or jelly 

Generously grease a cookie sheet. 
Set aside. In a large mixing bowl, beat 
margarine or butter with an electric 
mixer on medium for about 30 seconds 
or until softened. Add about half of the 
flour and all of the Sugar, egg yolks and 
vanilla. Beat till thoroughly combined, 
seraping sides of the bowl. Beat or stir 
in the rest of the flour. Cover and chill 
about an hour. Shape the dough into 1 
inch balls, roll in egg whites, then in 
walnuts. Place | inch apart on pre- 
pared cookie sheet. Using your thumb, 
press an indentation into eacli cookie. 
Bake in a 350° oven for 10-12 minutes 
or until edges are lightly brown. Re- 
move cookies and cool on a wire rack. 
To serve, fill the center with preserves 
or jelly. Makes about 42 cookies. 


Black Walnut Drops 
2 egy whites 
2/3 C sugar 
1 € finely chopped black walnuts 
2 Tbsp all-purpose flour 
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Grease à cookie sheet and set aside. 
In a small mixing bowl, beat egg whites 
until peaks form. Gradually add sugar, 
beating until stiff peaks form. Toss 
walnuts with flour, then fold into egg 
white mixture. Drop by rounded tea- 
spoons 1 1/2 inches apart on a cookie 
sheet. Bake at 325° for 10-12 minutes 
or until edges start to brown. Cool on 
wire rack. Makes about 30 cookies.

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LLOYD SHAW: 
AMERICAN DANCE PIONEER 


Many people have heard the name 
Lloyd Shaw and know that — somehow 
or other — he was related to the rebirth 
of interest in the American folk dance, 
square dance. Others know that Lloyd 
Shaw was an educator, the superinten- 
dent of Cheyenne Mountain School in 
Colorado Springs, Colorado, from 1916 
to 1952. What relationship did these two 
aspects of his life have to each other? 

Lloyd Shaw's philosophy embraced 
the total education of the child, and he 
looked for ideas that would actively 
involve children in learning. He incor- 
porated special events in his curricu- 
lum that would meet the immediate 
needs of the children and that 
emphasized his continuing desire to 
relate children's lives to their environ- 
ment and heritage. 

A nature sanctuary and outdoor 
theater across from the school pro- 
vided the setting for making nature 
study a part of the curriculum. When he 
discovered an interesting natural 
event oceurring, Dr. Shaw might 
descend on the appropriate classroom 
and take them out of the sehool and up 
the hill. One year he discovered that 
some cedar waxwings in his yard had 
become inebriated - evidently the 
result of eating fermented apples. The 
second graders immediately went up 
the hill for a lecture on temperance. 
Each spring, the first child to find a 
wild anemone in bloom would race to 
the Shaws’ home to receive the prize of 
à copy of Dr. Shaw's "Nature Notes." 

The school leased a ski lodge and

also had a cabin which belonged to the 
student body. The latter was reached by 
hiking a mile from the school, 360 steps 
up beside Seven Falls, and a three-mile 
trail erossing Cheyenne Creek thirteen 
times over bridges consisting of singie 
logs. Returning home was an adven- 
ture! Dena Fresh, а Cheyenne student 
and later a major round dance 
choreographer, recalled those hikes 
back down the canyon at night; "Every 
kid was requested by Pappy to hang à 
white hanky somewhere on his “back- 
side" to guide the person behind him in 
the descent. It was almost always pitch 
black. . . We took hold of hands and 
helped each other. . . It was scary and 
dangerous and fun! Only a foolish kid 
would do somethingto prevent him from 
going. .. ,"' Students became a part of 
the project by carrying iumber up the 
trail and building a bunk room addition 
to the cabin. 

The second lodge, а! Divide, was 
used for weekend ski trips. No ski lifts 
or other facilities were in existence 
then, so the children learned the 
mountain touring technique of skiing, 
and also, they learned to snowshoe. 
Sometimes they would ski by moon- 
light. Lloyd Shaw's daughter, Doli 
Shaw Obee, described such nighttime 
skiing adventures: “You can’t imagine 
how cold it is at Divide in January - how 
the snow crackles under your skis. 
We'd come to ihe head of a wide valley 
and looked down. There would be dark 
splotehes against the snow, and vou 
didnt know whether they simply 
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represented shadows - or logs or bare 
spots. One of the better skiers would 
take off and then we'd follow when we 
saw it was all clear." Bus trips were 
also taken to other skiing areas. 

In addition to using the cabins, the 
school owned six or eight umbrella 
tents, and each fall and spring, two 
camping trips were undertaken - two 
for the boys and two for the girls. 
During these trips, the children learned 
the botanical and biological names of 
the flowers, birds, bushes, trees, and 
animals that were native to the Pike's 
Peak area. After their return, the study 
was carried on in the classroom. 

Lloyd Shaw felt that children needed 
to be challenged by activities that 
included elements of excitement and 
even dangers. At one time, a glider was 
acquired. After experimentation with 
various methods of getting it airborne, 
the best turned out to be to take it to a 
mesa, fasten it to a Model A, pile the 
Model A with riders, race the car 
(towing the glider) to the edge of the 
mesa, and then release it to launch the 
glider over the edge of the mesa. Shaw 
also took advantage of the children's 
natural interests. When some students 
had stripped down Model A's to a bare 
engine, frame and seat, and were 
making the school parking lot a hazard, 
he removed the noon-time danger by 
organizing the "Five Dollar Ford Club." 
The club held after school meetings, 
veering up and down and across the 
hills near the school. When yo-yos were 
the rage, Dr. Shaw held a yo-yo contest 
for which the grand prize was a giant yo- 
yo made by the manual training teacher. 
The winner, John Love, later Governor 
of Colorado, found the perfect place to 
use the prize; he stood at the balcony of 
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the stairwell and let his yo-yo wind 
down two full stories. 

The school had an established riding 
program, gaining use of 640 acres of pas- 
ture land across the boulevard from the 
school. A livery stable in Green Mountain 
Falls loaned their horses during the 
school year in exchange for having the 
children take care of them. In 1934, how- 
ever, Dr. Shaw felt that a special project 
was needed in order to interest a poten- 
tially uncooperative senior class. He hit 
upon the idea of a school rodeo! Every 
child in the schoo! was involved in one 
capacity or another Children went to the 
mountains to fell lodgepole pines for the 
construction of the corral and chutes 
in an open territory north of the school. 
During the school year, a dude ranch in 
the area loaned their string of horses 
to the school, and the children rode and 
eared for the horses. When ready, the 
children rode to a local ranch and 
herded the professional bucking stock 
down to the school. Practice on the 
bucking stock was followed by the pre- 
sentation of a full-fledged rodeo. Even 
the smaller children joined in, riding 
stick horses or bicycles with wooden 
horse's heads in the parade. 

"Play-acting" was not ignored in the 
Cheyenne Mountain School curriculum. 
Every Friday afternoon one grade pre- 
sented a play for the other classes. 
Through these productions, the students 
learned stage management, scenery de- 
sign and construction, musical skills, and 
acting techniques. At the end of the year, 
the faculty presented their production, 
usually a magic show with Pappy Shaw 
as the magician. The ultimate climax in- 
volved “hypnotizing the tiny second grade 
teacher and breaking a rock on her stom- 
ach with a sledge hammer!” One of the 
plays written by Dr. Shaw, "The Littlest 
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Wiseman,” is still presented annually in 
Ft. Worth, Texas, each Christmas season. 

Many people came to Cheyenne 
Mountain School to lecture, meet the 
children, and add to their knowledge 
of the world. Carl Sandburg, Edna St. 
Vincent Millay, and Elizabeth 
Burchenal were among them. Others 
who may not have had the same kind 
of fame were probably equally as fondly 
remembered by the students. A Navajo 
Indian family entered into the learning 
experience of the school for an entire 
year. The father taught the children 
about his religion music, dances, and 
leather, feather, and bead craft. The 
school children constructed a kiva, held 
ceremonies in it, and made magnificent 
Indian costumes. 

Almost from the beginning, Dr. Shaw 
included dance in his interests. Dance 
was something that the whole high school 
could do together. Dr. Shaw taught folk 
dance, and a dance teacher was em- 
ployed to teach the creative and interpre- 
tive dance. The junior high school stu- 
dents learned the New England style qua- 
drilles. Wednesday evening was the op- 
portunity for the faculty and students to 
gel together for folk dancing. In the 
1930's, Dr. Shaw became particularly in- 
terested in the square dance, 

In 1934, Guy Parker, a local caller, 
needed two squares of dancers in or- 
der to compete in the El Paso County 
Seed Show Caller's Contest, and the 
Cheyenne Mountain School children 
made up one square for him. In return, 
he came to one of the Wednesday night 
dances to introduce square dancing to 
the whole school. Dr. Shaw took over 
from there, and soon the high school 
was in full swing! The older students 
vied for perfection in order to be cho- 
sen for the exhibition teams that toured 
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the nation. For several years in the late 
30's and early 40's, the group toured the 
East coast in the spring and the West 
coast in the fall. Also, by 1939, some 
students were involved in exhibition 
square dances given at Central City, 
Colorado, before and after the perfor- 
mances of the opera. 

Dr. Shaw searched out old-time call- 
ers, learning their art, and writing down 
the traditional dance patterns. In 1939, 
his book of traditional square dance fig- 
ures, Cowboy Dances was published; 
it remains the definitive book on the 
subject, Teachers and recreation spe- 
cialists who had seen the Cheyenne 
Mountain dancers began asking for in- 
structions so they, too, could teach this 
joyous form of dance. In 1939, Dr. Shaw 
held his first summer class, attended 
by one man from the Chicago Parks and 
Recreation Department and 20 women! 
The classes and participants multiplied 
from there; many of the leaders who 
spread this form of dance to schools 
and recreational groups across the na- 
tion studied with Dr. Shaw. 

Dr. Lloyd Shaw died in 1958, but his 
major interest lived on through his wife, 
Dorothy Stott Shaw, and then through 
others who had felt his influence. Be- 
gun in 1964, the Lloyd Shaw Founda- 
tion was dedicated “To recall, restore, 
and teach the folk rhythms of the 
American people, in dance, music, song, 
and allied folk arts, as a tribute to the 
memory of Lloyd Shaw.”

So 
far, Box the Gnat, Turn Thru/Left 
Turn Thru, Pass to the Center and 
Fan the Top were mentioned as can- 
didates for immediate removal. 
What are your suggestions to make 
the Mainstream program easier to 
learn and easier to dance? 

I recently asked a caller to write an 
article titled “Would the Square 
Dance World survive (or even 
thrive) if the Plus Program was 
eliminated?” The article will be 
printed in a future issue of Club Lead- 
ership Journal | would like to ask you 
the same question and ask you to send 
your answer and comments to ASD 
Editors or to me - Do you think the 
Square Dance World would survive 
(and even thrive) if the Plus Pro- 
gram was dropped? 

We have preached for years that we 
have too many programs, Do you agree? 
Could we survive with just Mainstream, 
Advanced and Challenge programs? 

One dancer commented, “Going 
back to Mainstream would be a small 
price to pay, and I am willing to do it, if 
it gets square dancing growing again.” 

We have preached for years that 
square dance attire is a big problem

with new dancer recruitment, Could the 
square dance world survive without a 
dress code? I think the answer is yes. 
We are already doing it all over the 
country at the club level. 

We have preached for vears that new 
dancers have too much to learn in too 
short of a time frame. They graduate af- 
tera brief introduction to the Mainstream 
calls in the standard position only, think- 
ing they know how to square dance. Their 
graduation dance goes okay. The new 
dancers are smiling from ear to ear. They 
danced every tip, not knowing that their 
special dance was geared way down to 
their level of dancing. 

Two weeks later, at the next club 
dance, the real world explodes in their 
faces. They are shocked. They are ask- 
ingthemselves, "What happened?" The 
club has a different caller that they have 
never heard before. They can't under- 
stand his or her calls, etc. ete, and then 
the Plus tip starts and the new dancers 
are asked to not dance. That night they 
got the pitch from several club dancers 
- Plus is where all the fun is; now you 
have to learn Plus. 

As Cal Campbell said in his article 
about new dancers, they end up in the 
back of the hall dancing with other new 
dancers or not dancing at all. 

In less than one year, half of the new 
dancers have already left the activity. 
We are lucky to retain 30% of our new 
dancers for a three year period. A whole 
70% voted with their feet and decided 
to look elsewhere to fulfill their need

for FUN, FITNESS AND FELLOWSHIP. 

In areas where there is no Main- 
stream, the problem is different- there 
are no new dancers. 

Are we blind? Can’t we see that we 
have a big time problem here? The nec- 
essary change is already happening at 
the elub Jevel. And square dancing will 
survive. But what about the rest of the 
square dance structure- our conventions, 
our festivals, our jamborees? If the atten- 
dance keeps dropping at the present rate, 
half of the state conventions and festivals 
will be canceled because of lack of suffi- 
cient attendance to keep them in the 
black. Even the National Square Dance 
Convention is vulnerable. Several years 
ago I predicted that the National atten- 
dance will be down to four figures and I 
advised an active NEC member at the 
time to get ready for four figure atten- 
dance at their conventions? | said, it is 
coming sooner then you think. They 
looked at me as if I was from another 
planet. Well, folks, the last two conven- 
tions barely made 5 figures. California 
will do better because California still has 
a very large square dance population;

Because most of today's 
dancers will be gone from the square 
dance picture within five years. They 
are simply getting too old to dance and 
we have few young people to take their 
place. Isn't it a sad picture? 

Marketing can bring the new danc- 
ers in but only you and | can retain 
these new dancers, Let's make some 
real progress in 2001!!!

Basie Steps: Chug, skip. (A “chug” is a short backward jump with feet 
together on floor, feet making a chugging sound as seraped backward.) 
Formation: Double circle, partners facing each other close together, boy 
inside facing out, girl outside facing in. 
Musie: Теа for Two 
Routine: 
Music Measures 
2 Introduction 
1-2 CHUG , CHUG ; RIGHT , RIGHT; 
Chug backward away from partner, clapping own hands at same 
time, and chug backward again away from partner, clapping own 
hands; jerk right thumb over right shoulder, twisting right foot out, 
heel on floor, and jerk right thumb, twisting right foot out, again. 
3-4 CHUG , CHUG ; LEFT, LEFT; 
Chug backward, clapping, twice; jerk left thumb, twisting left 
foot out, twice. 
5-6 CHUG , CHUG ; BOTH, BOTH; 
Chug backward, clapping, twice; jerk both thumbs, twisting both 
feet out, twice. 
7-8 SKIP RIGHT, 3, 4 ; AND AROUND, 7, 8 
Skip diagonally forward and to right toward a new partner witha 
skips; without stopping continue to skip right (clockwise) 4 skips 
around new partner, right hands joined, ending in starting position 
to repeat dance with new partner, (On the progression, boys move 
Clockwise around big circle, while girls move Counterclockwise.)

Now balance and swing below. 

Swing her high and swing her low 

Now down the center with your own 

And the same way back when you get below 
And you cast off with the one you've swung 
And the same two ladies chain

And now right and left right back 

Now you balance the next in line. 


Explanation: Active couples face down, inactive face up. Active couples swing 
the one below.

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ARE MUNICIPAL ADULT EDUCATION 
AND/OR PARKS AND RECREATION 
DEPARTMENT SQUARE DANCE CLASSES 
THE WAVE OF THE FUTURE? 


This was the topic of a panel 
discussion recently held in North 
Andover, Massachusetts by the East- 
ern District Square and Round Dance 
Association (EDSARDA), an associa- 
tion of dancers comprising the six New 
England States. 

The panelists represented clubs 
that had “been there - done that.” 
Everett & Arline Mackin - Everett is 
the caller - teacher for the Whirlaways 
Square Dance Club of East Greenwich, 
Rhode Island; Bob Mong, Co-Presi- 
dent of the Square Wheelers Square 
Dance Club in Acton, Massachusetts 
and Brigid Menzi, Class Advisor of the 
Square Wheelers. Each of these clubs 
started this program in the Fall of 
2000 - the Whirlaways under the 
Parks and Recreation Department 
and the Square Wheelers under Adult 
Education. The discussion leaders 
were Ron & Goldie Clifford, Program 
Chairmen of EDSARDA. 

Lest anyone mistakenly believe that 
this is a new concept, John Thompson 
founded the Square Riggers Square 
Dance Club in Natick, Massachusetts

thirty-five years ago under the aus- 
pices of the Parks and Recreation 
Department. The club that John now 
calls for in his retirement, the Swinging 
Bears of South Paris, Maine, has 
operated under this arrangement for 
many years. Although John was not 
able to participate, he provided the 
panel leaders with some of his 
experiences which they were able to 
weave into the presentation. 

Why, you ask, would any club 
want to do this? The answer is 
simple, cost. When the municipality 
conducts the program, it provides the 
hall, hires the caller/teacher, publi- 
cizes the class, registers the enroll- 
ees, and does everything that a club 
traditionally does - at no cost to the 
club. The tuition is usually paid up 
front in one lump sum. 

What is different with this ar- 
rangement? Really, not much. “An- 
gels” are usually welcome at no cost, 
but they now have a new title, 
“Teaching Assistants.” They wear a 
badge but frequently wear street 
clothes, not square dance attire. The

sponsoring governmental entity pub- 
lishes the classes in their brochure 
that includes dozens of other varied 
activities. Square dance clubs may 
supplement the publicity and adver- 
tising with fliers, newspaper ar- 
ticles, and other methods that they 
frequently use. 

In reply to one question that some 
people may ask, the panelists agreed 
that with municipally sponsored classes 
there is little that can be done if the 
majority of registrants are of the same 
sex. The “teaching assistants” will be 
asked to fill in just as they do in many 





classes sponsored by clubs today. 

The panelists agreed that the key 
to a suceessful program is the 
relationship established between the 
club, its caller and the director of the 
municipal program. 

In the experience of the panelists, 
cancellation of the program due to a 
lack of enrollees has not yet happened. 

It is too early to tell whether or not 
this is the wave of the future. Clubs 
must remember that the program 
should be for the benefit of the citizens 
of the area as well as the clubs involved 
and to square dancing in general. 
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This is the first column that | have 
written that will appear while I am 
the Chairman of CALLERLAB. It isa 
position that 1 first held twenty-six 
years ago. | was the first CALLERLAB 
chairman. Over that quarter century 
there have been many changes in 
modern square dancing. [ am proud 
of the part CALLERLAB has played 
in most of them. 

There are many dancers and callers 
who proclaim loudly that square 
dancing was better before CALLERLAB 
created the different dance programs. 
Indeed, square dancing might have been 
better for them. They were the high 
frequency dancers who could always be 
found at the front of the hall. They knew 
what was being called because they 
danced to the traveling callers every 
weekend. They also belonged to the 
invitation-only clubs where callers 
taught the new calls every week. 

But what about the new dancers? 
They had learned only the limited 
vocabulary they were being taught in 
class. No one told them that John 
Hendron at Yankee Twirlers wasn't 
the same as Dick Leger at Seacoast. 
They learned the hard way that at 
some dances they couldn't dance a 
single tip successfully. 

CALLERLAB also did a huge service 
in writing down the definitions of the 
calls we were using and then getting 
callers everywhere - members of 
CALLERLAB and non-members too - to 
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Milestone Award 


agree on them. We truly made il 
possible for dancers to travel anywhere 
in the world and find the same calls with 
the same definitions. They could know 
before they went to a dance what calls 
would be used. No longer did they learn 
five new calls at a Saturday night dance, 
CALLERLAB made these changes 
happen and I am proud of them. 

Itwas the existence of CALLERLAB 
(and our companion organization 
ROUNDALAB) that made it possible 
for square and round dancing in the 
U.S. to negotiate with BMI and ASCAP 
when they threatened to charge clubs 
$15 per dance for a music license. We 
helped them to understand that squarc 
dance clubs couldn't afford that much. 
Instead they agreed, for the first time, 
to allow the performer (the caller and 
cuer in our case) to be licensed rather 
than the sponsoring organization. 

I have worried for some time that we 
might also have been responsible for the 
serious problems that our activity is 
facing. We may have encouraged some 
callers to make dancing more compli- 
cated than they would have done on their 
own. My reading of the book "Bowling 
Alone" has helped meto understand that 
participation in organizations like square 
dance clubs has fallen off їп every 
activity. With that support I believe that, 
while we have been unable to prevent 
that decline, CALLERLAB is our best 
hope for finding a way to rebuild this 
wonderful recreation.

My favorite time of year... everything 
looks so fresh, new, and green..... we can 
shed those winter wraps, (and maybe 
some pounds, HA!) and enjoy the free- 
dom that spring and summer bring. For 
some reason I like the dresses in the 
summer and the skirt and blouse sets in 
colder weather. Layers, just layers, too 
hot and bulky! Now, don't get me wrong, 
Ihave always loved the layered look, but 
with Square Dance clothes it gets to be 
& bother and let's face it, adds bulk 
where we don't need it. One good rea- 
son to, Go For Dresses. Гуе even taken 
some of my two piece outfits and con- 
verted them to a DRESS. Don't laugh, 
it’s not hard to do, just some thought 
about what you are doing. The big FIND 
that 1 made is the neat way you can add 
elastic to the waist, so you have some 
give and take. If you are not too keen on 
usingelastic around the waist, then just 
a strip on either side will do. Let me take 
you through the process of remaking a 
blouse and skirt into a dress. 

First check to see if you have enough 
ease (extra fabric) to cut a seam in the 
back of the blouse for a zipper. If you 
do, that's great, but if not, don't worry...

fixed. I know 
this sounds way out (weird even) but 
try it. Mark the blouse at the bottom 
where your natural waist is, pin this to 
the skirt waist. Now try to put it on over 
your head. If you are able to do this, 
then you can eliminate a zipper and 
have a pull over the head dress. The 
best kind!!! What you will do to make 
this look just right is.... either use the 
skirt elastic waist as your natural waist 
and sew the blouse to the skirt waist 
by placing the blouse behind the right 
side. In other words, sew it together just 
as if it were tucked into the skirt. I do a 
whole lot of pinning before I ever make 
that first cut off the blouse bottom. 
You may find that you will have to ad- 
just the length of the top to make it fit 
your natural waist. Speaking of natural 
waist.... the easiest way that I know to 
find your natural waist is to tie a piece 
of ribbon around what you think is your 
natural waist and then move around, sit 
down, get back up, bend over. If the rib- 
bon fits comfortable in all these 
gyrations...you have your natural waist. 
It is a good idea to measure from your

shoulder to your natural waist and make 
a note of this measurement as it сое 
in handy. Also note the measurement 
around your natural waist, (you can hide 
this measurement in a safe place so no 
one knows) this is a good reference for 
determining your waist band length..... 
now back to making a dress 

If you really want to be a stickler for 
detail, you can take apart the skirt waist 
and reattach it to the bedice (blouse top) 
the way you would do if making this 
dress from scratch. Fm only trying to 
save you some time. I've tried this and it 
does work. If you have enough fabric to 
add the zipper then some adjustments 
need to be made just like without a zip- 
per... find that natural waist and vou can 
still use the waist from the skirt as the 
waist for the newly made dress. Sit down 
and think this through and 1 think vou 
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may find an outfit or two that you just 
don't wear, but if remade into a dress 
you can see the possibility of something 
new, [ had one skirt and blouse that 1 
just made a new bodice for the skirt, 
making a completely new dress and re- 
ally love wearing it now. With the fabric 
from the blouse І made a yoke for a shirt 
for “The Smartest Man I Know”. Worked 
great. І realize that this is not a quick 
fix, but it is a way of remaking that out- 
fit that you are just not satisfied with. 
Sometimes it is so very hard to redo an 
outfit, but if you think about the outcome 
of a new outfit with no monetary out-go, 
it's a cinch to do. I love a new outfit but 
sometimes it is just easier to redo an 
outfit, especially if "The Smartest Man I 
Know" already has a matching shirt.

Tempus Fugit - especially when 
you're having fun. Especially true for 
VARDL, the Vermont Association of 
Round Dance Leaders, whose mem- 
bers suddenly realized they missed 
celebrating their organization's 25% 
anniversary last year and so planned a 
belated celebration April 1! 

But round dancing has been around 
longer than that in Vermont. In the 
early 1960's, believing that squares 
and rounds belonged together and 
eomplimented each other, caller Bill 
Alexander, along with his wife, Lea, 
began to teach round dancing before 
calling the squares at his clubs. But 
back then, rounds played during the 
evening square dance were never 
cued! During the following decade as 
round dancing became more popular, 
caller John Benedict, along with the 
assistance of his wife, Yvonne, added 
cued rounds to their program. It was 
during this period that round dance 
enthusiasts, Lloyd & Annie LaValley, 
were asked to help others learn rounds 
and within a short time they were 
teaching and cueing rounds at many of 
the Vermont clubs. Occasionally Round 
Dance leaders, mainly from Massachu- 
setts, were invited to come and assist. 

Realizing a need to share informa- 
tion and learn from each other's 
expertise, whenever the Green Moun- 
tain Callers Association held their 
meetings, Yvonne Benedict and Lea 
Alexander would attend and meet 
elsewhere in the building and discuss 
round dancing with the LaValleys. 

One March after the Maple Sugar 
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REWS 
irom Vermont 


Festival, the guest cuers Tom & 
Barbara Potts met with the local 
leaders and suggested it was time to 
form a Vermont Round Dance associa- 
tion. By 1975, the Vermont Association 
of Round Dance Cuers had been 
formally established. Within a year, 
bylaws had been adopted and the 
fledgling association began to send 
delegates, usually the LaValleys, to the 
NECORTA meetings. 

As round dancing grew throughout 
the square dance activity, so did the 
organization. In the 1980's the group 
decided to change their name slightly 
by substituting the word "Leaders" for 
"Cuers" or VARDL for short. An 
interlocking circle badge was designed 
to identify its membership and quar- 
terly meetings, whieh ineluded work- 
shops, were held at Wiggett’s Barn in 
Northfield, VT. The offices of Chairman 
and Secretary/Treasurer were rotated 
throughout the membership on a 
biennial basis. 

Nowadays VARDL meets three 
times a year on a Sunday afternoon in a 
central location. It still continues the 
practice of having a workshop session 
following its business meeting. Alter- 
nating locations between New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont, VARDL also spon- 
sors a Spring (NH) and a Fall (VT) 
Festival of Rounds. Anyone interested 
in becoming a teacher or in cueing 
rounds is welcome to attend its meeting. 
Currently Bucky & Joyce Tenney of 
Morrisville аге its Chairmen while Doc & 
Peg Tirrell of Lower Waterford serve as 
its Secretary/Treasurer.

Reaching 50?! 

Happy birthday, Square Dance 
World!!! Based on National Conven- 
tions, you're looking great for turning 
fifty years old this summer. And, we 
might add, with grace and dignity, you 
have carried your age very well. Sur- 
prisingiy, this milestone celebration in 
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June is only a few months away from 
becoming a reality. 

Reaching such a monumental pla- 
teau for National Conventions is an 
awesome achievement, considering the 
thousands of dancers who have enjoyed 
and participated in them these many 
years. The combined total attendance 
of all conventions, including projected 
figures for the 50" National Square 
Dance Convention®, nudges closer to 
the million mark. Everyone associated 
can be proud of this accomplishment. 

Historically, many veteran dancers 
and callers know that square dancing 
is much older than 50 years, having 
emerged out of the 1920's and 30's and 
gaining immense popularity as a new 
dance form in the 1940's and 50's. A 
large percentage of newer dancers to- 
day must occasionally entertain 
thoughts about what square dancing 
may have been like duringits beginning 
and what brought it about. It's a long 
and heartwarming story, worthy of 
more detail than can be provided here. 

More than anyone, Dr. Lloyd “Pappy” 
Shaw is granted the distinction of being 
the person who did the most with influ- 
encing square dancing to flourish and 
grow, As an educator and superinten- 
dent of the Cheyenne Mountain School 
in Colorado Springs, Colorado, his im- 
mediate concern in those early years 
was the building of a recreation program 
that would be both creative and vigor- 
ous for his students. He considered 
dancing an essential part of sound edu- 
cation. Dancing at Cheyenne School 
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became so much fun that the parents 
and teachers insisted on beingincluded. 
Pappy Shaw felt that dancing must be 
friendly, joyous, and beautiful. He con- 
sidered it America’s dance after blend- 
ing some European folk dances with more 
western patterns, old New England qua- 
drilles, and several typical contras. A 
team of better dancers began to give ex- 
hibitions. The rest is history! The stu- 
dents became known as the Cheyenne 
Mountain Dancers and they were good! 
With much support from his wife, 
Dorothy, also a teacher, their summers 
began in 1939 with cross-country trips 
in a small school bus. The students 
made triumphant demonstrations in 
many major cities, from New York to 
Washington, D.C., Philadelphia, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Seattle, and Los Angeles. 
Wherever they performed each summer, 
they were a smash hit. One of Pappy 
Shaw's students, John A. Love, went on 
to be Governor of the State of Colorado. 
Everyone became fascinated with 
this new dance craze. A master class 
for new callers was established at the 
Cheyenne Mountain School in the sum- 
mer of 1940 beginning with 41 teach-

ers and recreation directors from all 


over the nation. In no time, the six-day 
session grew into three summer classes 
with over 300 leaders in attendance. 

Out of this sudden growth sprang 
the most popular square dance publi- 
cation around the world called "Sets In 
Order." The first issue was printed in 
November 1948. Guided by the 
magazine's outstanding editor, owner 
and caller, Bob Osgood, and a staff of 
20, it remained the number one publi- 
cation for four decades.

“Five hundred years ago the French 
poet and rogue, Francios Villon, asked 
the question, “Where are the snows 
of yesteryear?” To paraphrase Mr. 
Villon's haunting questions, “Where 
are the dancers of yesterday?” Gone. 
That is where they are. Gone." 

"Far too many of our dancing 
friends from years past have stopped 
dancing entirely, some after only à 
short time with us. We are well along 
into the dancing season and ГЇЇ wager 
that every dancer reading this can 
name several couples who danced with 
him last year but who are not dancing 
at all this season. In other words, our 
square dance bucket has a hole in it. 
Dancers are pouring out at the bottom 
just about as fast as they are coming in 
ai the top. We make a big point of the 
need for bringing “new blood" into the 
square dance movement. But is it not 
just as important to keep our “old 
blood"?" 

"Why do our dancing friends leave 
the fold? There are, first and foremost, 
the “personal” reasons - physical prob- 
lems, changes in work schedules, 
changing family situations - reasons 
with which we cannot argue about and 
which nothing can be done except to 
hope that the changes will reverse 
themselves eventually and the fine 
folks will come back to join us." 

"The dancers whose departure we 
may be able to deter are those who 
leave for causes that can be corrected 
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BERNIE COULTHURST 







or, at least, ameliorated. Dancers leave 
because they are bored. They leave 
because they are frustrated. They 
leave because they feel they have been 
ignored. They leave because of real or 
imagined slights or insults. You can fin- 
ish the list yourselves. We all know 
the little problems. But it is in these 
areas that perhaps more thoughtful ef- 
fort might be applied.” 

“Aside from the “personal” causes, 
the number one reason why dancers 
stop dancing is because they are not 
having a good time - they are bored, ir- 
ritated, or perpetually apprehensive. 
Cut it any way you wish, if a dancer 
finds the program too challenging or 
complicated, or conversely, too simple 
and repetitive, his interest, to put it 
mildly, will wane. When he reaches that 
point he is practically on his way out 
the door unless something changes. 
And it isn't going to be him. “ 

“Formula for Failure” 

“A great deal of the responsibility lies 
with callers. “I cannot give you the for- 
mula for success,” Ben Franklin said, 
“But I can give you the formula for fail- 
ure: Try to please everyone.” Yet that 
is what our caller today has to do. And 
therein lies the dilemma. If he tries to 
please the hard-chargers, he’s going to 
drive away those who dislike challenge 
and complicated figures. If he tries to 
appeal to the latter group he’s going to 
alienate others. One club cannot be all 
things to all people. The secret is to be

as much to as many as possible. Some 
callers are more successful than others 
at finding the middle ground, but none 
can claim 10096 success." 

“Tm afraid we're inclined to pussy- 
foot around when it comes to talking 
about "levels" and types of dancing. 1 
don't see why. Differences do exist, in 
people and in clubs. There should be 
no stigma attached to preferring re- 
laxed and easy-going dancing and 
there should be no stigma attached to 
wanting to dance hot-hash, challenge, 
advanced basics or what have you. By 
trying to cover up differences in call- 
ers and clubs we may be actually do- 
ing more harm than good.” 

The article, written by Jim 
Schnabel, Alexandria, Virginia, contin- 
ues about common sense and that there 
is a place for all in the square dancing 
world. He also stresses the importance 
of the hospitality committee to help 
keep dancers dancing. The title of the 
article is “Where are the Dancers?” 
and it appeared in the December 1970 
issue of Sets in Order. This is not a 
misprint - 1970 is the correct year. 
Don and Joan Niva, Madison, WI, sent 
us the article. 

Jim knew the big picture back in 
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1970. And now 31 years later we are 
still struggling with the same problem 
- POOR NEW DANCER RETENTION - 
however today it is much more serious. 
It was our number one problem then 
and it is still the number one problem 
in 2001. I especially like his state- 
ment above that reads, “There should 
be no stigma attached to preferring re- 
laxed and easy-going dancing and 
there should be no stigma attached to 
wanting to dance hot-hash, challenge 
and advanced basics or what have 
you.” Maybe it is time to take another 
look at what we are offering the danc- 
ers today. In today's world, especially 
in the United States, square dancing 
is the Plus program. Mainstream is 
considered merely a stepping stone to 
Plus in most states. Mainstream should 
actually be the dominant program - the 
place where the majority of the danc- 
ers are dancing.

I have just returned from the 


CALLERLAB Convention in St. Louis 
and, as always, | come home with 
renewed enthusiasm. This convention 
offers many rewards. One of the most 
satisfying is seeing many of the friends 
from all over the world that we have met 
through square dancing. More impor- 
tant than that, however, is the renewal of 
our hope for the future of this wonderful 
recreation. At every CALLERLAB Con- 
vention we find a talented and dedicated 
group of people working to assure а 
successful future for square dancing. 

The task is not easy. Most of today's 
dancers and callers are very pleased 
with square dancingthe way it is. If they 
could keep it that way - and still recruit 
the new dancers we need for the future 
- they wouldn't change a thing. The 
catch is that what we are enjoying so 
much is tough to get into. We worked 
hard to master the skills that we need to 
enjoy this game. We mostly don't 
believe it eould be as much fun if it got a 
whole lot easier. 

I certainly understand that way of 
thinking. | have enjoyed the interesting 
and challenging ehoreography that we 
have learned. However, I have regretted 
the prices we have paid for that 
pleasure. We have given up some of the 
pleasures of good dancing in order to 
enjoy our choreographie puzzles. We 
have a lot of stop-and-go movement. 
Our hand/arm holds are uncertain. We 
don't counterbalance each other in 
turns. We sometimes turn the music 
down so it doesn't interfere. Much of 
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the joy of music and movement that I 
enjoyed as a teen dancing to Ralph 
Page fifty years ago is missing from 
our modern square dancing. 

You don't have to have complicated 
dance routines to enjoy square dancing. 
But if your routines are uncomplicated 
then the dancing had better be good. One 
of the greatest pleasures of square 
dancing is the friends. That pleasure has 
little or nothing to do with how 
complicated our choreography is. In 
fact, if the routines are a little easier, we 
сап dance with friends who haven't 
learned all the calls we have. If they 
counterbalance our turns, shuffle their 
feet to the same beat we hear and smile 
when we meet (hem in a Grand Right and 
Left then life is good. 

As chairman of CALLERLAB this 
year l am going to try to encourage more 
callers to learn to do a good job calling 
for non dancers. | hope we can learn to 
show folks who don't square dance how 
much fun it can be. Teaching them a 
whole bunch of calls is not the way to do 
that. Rather, we should work on ways to 
let them move together with the music 
using only a half-dozen calls, at most. 

Most of us realize that we try to 
teach square dancing too fast. We often 
treat a non-dancer party as if it was the 
first night of a class. We teach new calls 
as if we had a deadline and too little 
time to teach. Dancing is fun at any 
level. Let us give high praise to the 
callers who prove that at parties for 
non-club square dancers. Our future 
success depends on them.

This time of year it is hard for some 
of usto keep up the sewing...we all want 
to be outdoors enjoying this warm (hot 
for some of us) weather. After some of 
the cold days we had here in North 
Carolina...I will never complain of the 
heat again. 

I do love all the 
light, colorful fabrics 
of spring and sum- 
mer and enjoy making new outfits 
from them. As | sew, I try to jot down 
things that come up...remedies for prob- 
lems that we all may face. 

One of the hang ups that has both- 
ered me is the bulk on a gathered waist 
band. Mosi patterns tell you that the 
elastic should be joined into a circle by 
sewing the edges together. Take it from 
me, this is bulk around the middle that 
you don't need. Try this...trim a small 
piece of fabric (or 2" wide ribbon) long 
enough to wrap around the elastic. 
Line up the elastic so that the edges 


ign emen 








are touching each other (butting 
against each other) not overlapping. 
Place the fabrie under the butted ends 
of the elastic and zig zag stiteh each 
side in place. Wrap the fabric around 
the elastic and stitch again down the 
middle. Believe me, this does eliminate 
bulk in a gathered 
“= waist. 
I still sew on my 
trusty Slant Needle "oldie by 
goodie" and must admit at times I 
get very envious when I see an outfit 
with all those nice embroidery stitches. 
This makes me use my imagination to 
come up with some creative stitches 
with what I have. | have combined 
stitches to create some interesting ef- 
fects. The one that I like best is used on 
one of The Smartest Man's shirts and 
the trim on my blouse. I started by out- 
lining the yoke of his shirt with a blind 
hem stitch. Then I turned and stitched 
in the opposite direction. Be careful to

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My trim is on the skirt just above 
where the ruffle joins the skirt, This 
is a purchased outfit that needed 
SOMETHING.

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KEEPING YOUR BODY 
UNDER CONTROL 


by Ed Foote, 


Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania 


Most dancers understand call defi- 
nitions enough to be able to dance 
successfully much of the time, yet at 
other times their squares will break 
down and they have no idea what 
happened. We have all seen the blank 
puzzled look on dancers that says: 
“Why are we broken down when 
everything seemed to be going ok?” 

The reason for the breakdown is 
probably lack of body control by some 
of the dancers in the square. Good body 
control means doing the calls pre- 
cisely, not a little more- not a little less, 
but precisely. Lack of body control can 
also be translated as "sloppy dancing." 

What happens when dancers are 
not under control? Imagine when Call 
"A" is given, some dancers do not quite 
get to the proper finish point. Let's say 
they are 10% off. No problem so far. But 
if these same dancers "underplay" Call 
"B" by the same amount, now they are 
off 20%. So when Call "C" comes, they 
can easily lose their orientation and 
cause the square to break down. 

Likewise, if some dancers go a little 
too far at the same time as other 
dancers are going a little less than 
required, the square quickly becomes 
an unrecognizable blob of no formation 
at all, which means there is no chance 
of success on subsequent calls. 

A good description was given to me 





about people who lack body control: 
"They are like liquid cement - you never 
know where they are going to set up." 

Unfortunately, most people who 
suffer from lack of body contro! do not 
know they have this illness. Thus, they 
never attribute square breakdowns to 
themselves, but instead blame unseen 
forces operating against them. 

Good dancers always know why a 
breakdown happened and who caused 
it. They may not be in a position to 
prevent the breakdown, but Шеу 
always know why it happened. People 
who lack body control have no idea 
what happened. 

We have heard over the years how 
much better dancers are in Europe and 
Asia. One reason for this is they have 
excellent body control, they do the 
calls precisely. You do not see sloppy 
dancing there. 

The way to avoid sloppy dancing is 
to ask yourself this question as you do 
each cal: "Am I doing this call 
precisely right?" Good dancers ask 
this question, but they do not often 
consciously think of it, because it has 
become an ingrained habit. 

Keep asking yourself that question 
on every call It will help you to 
maintain body control, which will 
result in fewer breakdowns and give 
you more success in the square.

There's bad and good news this 
time in our News from Vermont. We're 
sorry to report that Precision Valley 
Squares, who danced in the Commu- 
nity House in Springfield, VT has 
closed down. Declining membership 
and the inability to recruit new 
dancers for classes these last few 
years contributed to their difficult 
decision. We certainly thank them all 
for their fun and fellowship over the 
years and some wonderful memories. 

The good news is the formation of a 
new club. Appropriately named, Moose 
Alley Squares, it started out in the very 
northeastern most corner of Vermont, 
in Canaan. It has since moved a little 
ways south, down the Connecticut 
River, to dance in the PAVE Buildingin 
Colebrook, NH. Several dancers who 
lived in this area, since they wanted 
dancing closer to their homes, man- 
aged to actively recruit a class and 
adapted their schedule to available 
callers and "Voila!" - Moose Alley 
Squares. Currently they dance on

Corry Lowden or Happy Harry's 
schedule, Since the club Presidents, 
Bill & Louise Bradley of Pittsburg, NH 
are Florida Snowbirds, their Vice 
President Wendell & Barbara Wood- 
ward should be contacted at 603-237- 
8216 for a schedule. 

After 25 plus years of commuting 
Monday nights between Barre and 
Newport, in all kinds of weather, to 
conduct square dance classes and 
workshops for North Country Swing- 
ers, Al Monty announced last fall that 
he felt it was time to retire as their 
club's elass caller. It was a full hall of 
dancers who gathered to honor Al and 
his wife Anita, at North Country 
Swingers Christmas Party. The occa- 
sion was made even more special when 
Edith Selby announced that a donation 
to the local Indoor Recreation of 
Orleans County (IROC) in Al's name 
had been made. In January the club 
welcomed Ray Moskewich as their new 
class/club caller. North Country Swing- 
ers will graduate a full square of 
dancers this year. 
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Sage Swingers 
Multi-Entry Class 


The Sage Swingers of Maine began 
a class this past January spurred on 
by a longtime club belief that entry 
point might be more advantageous than 
the fall. Also, CALLERLAB, in particu- 
lar, Mike Seastrom and Jim Mayo have 
been advocating the multi entry level 
as well. The success of the first two 
workshops which were free to new 
dancers was truly astounding to what 
we typically have been attracting as 
thirty two (32) people were warmly re- 
ceived. Dancing to 6-7 squares (in- 
cluded angels) for a workshop was 
heartwarming. 

How did the club achieve such a big 
response? Firstly, we were blessed to 
have an energetic club member, Randy 
Randall, who took it upon himself to 
develop a “Come Dance With Us” cam- 
paign. The following steps were taken: 

1) An introductory letter and class 
flyer were mailed to approx. 100 local area 
churches, clubs and organizations cost- 
ing about $50 for copying, envelopes and 


2) Personal letters and class flyers 
were mailed to individuals from an area 
club that had folded. 

3) Multiple copies of the flyer were 
mailed to several area hospital staffs and 
companies. 

4) A club member took a flyer and let- 
ter to the area 55 Plus Club who also ran 
the ad in their newsletter: 

5) A Iocal church twice ran our an- 
nouncement in their parish newsletter. 

6) Notices ran in the area newspapers. 

7) TV ads ran for about 6 weeks on 
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two local public access TV channels. 

8) Greeting cards were mailed to ap- 
proximately 25 inactive club members. 

9) "Sponsor sheets" were initiated 
where existing members could sign up 
with the names of couples or individuals 
they would be personally inviting to the 
new class. The names were displayed in 
the form of a square on poster board at 
the weekly workshops leading up to the 
new class, The first goal had been to fill 
one square, and When that was done a sec- 
ond square was filled. 

10) A number of e-mail notes were 
sent as well with information about the 
upcoming class to existing members 
encouraging them to support the 
"Come Dance With Us" campaign. 

11) Club members took promotional 
flyers away from the workshops to post 
at their own churches or work places. 

12) About 20 flyers were posted in 
prominent public places throughout the 
area about two weeks prior to the be- 
ginning of the class. These flyers had 
tear-off tabs which contained the date, 
place and time for the "Open House's". 

13) Fifty (50) flyers we also placed 
in the dorms of a local college. 

14) Two web sites were used to ad- 
vertise the classes as well, sites spon- 
sored by the Maine Arts Commission. 

A survey was conducted of the new 
dancers with thirty (30) responses re- 
ceived asking how they learned of the 
workshop they attended. Seventy per 
cent (70%) responded they had learned 
about the class from friends and fam- 
ily, a finding consistent with surveys 
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conducted by the Maine Committee for 
the Promotion of Square and Round 
Dancing (CPS&RD) the last several 
years. Of note, was that seven (7) danc- 
ers found out about the workshop from 
the local eable TV postings. 

А key question is why was the ini- 
tial January workshop attended by more 
than twice the number of new dancers 
from the club's fall class. A number of 
points can be advanced, but may not 
necessarily be supported by the survey 
responses. Certainly, the club’s adver- 
tising was somewhat more targeted, ex- 
tensive and varied then what was con- 
ducted for the fall class. Could it be that 
the club had more focus brought on by 
Randy's campaign? Clubs preparing for 
their fall classes seldom are truly ready 
to put their best efforts into such an im- 
portant task as they typically are still 
heavily into their personal summer pur- 
suits which often carries over into the 
fall.

because of exercise desires or just want- 
ing to socialize. Almost all of the survey 
responses seem to support those rea- 
sons for attending. Progressing into 
April, the number of new dancers from 
that beginning January class have been 
reduced to about two squares, The club 
was challenged by four workshops be- 
ing cancelled due to a particularly 
snowy winter and perhaps that caused 
some of the number reduction. Sur- 
veys conducted by CPS&RD the last 
several years however, suggest that 
clubs are typically seeing a reduction 
of approximately fifty percent (50%) 
of the numbers that elubs are start- 
ing. It is significant to note based on 
those findings how important it is for 
clubs to be as proactive and aggres- 
sive, as possible in their recruiting ef- 
forts to achieve the new dancer num- 
bers desired. We would also encour- 
age all clubs to begin classes in Janu- 
ary as well as the fall if at all possible.
